The drawings were received on August 29, 2006. These drawings are not 
approved. 

The drawings are objected to because Figures 1,2,3, 7C, 8A, 9A, and 9B have 
multiple components without projection lines of separate figure numbers; see 37 CFR 
1.84 (u) (1) that is incorporated herein by reference. In addition, Figure 2 has some 
elements not identified .with reference numbers such as the bottommost element of 
Figure 2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
With regard to claim 1, on line 3, "form" should be —forms— to be less 
grammatically awkward. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. There is no U-shaped expandable back wall 
originally disclosed, and thus, this language lacks antecedent basis. 

Alternatively, even if this feature could be shown to be inherently present in the 
original specification, the Examiner asserts that it would then lack original antecedent 
basis therefrom as required by Rule 75. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). 
Correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
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regards as the invention. The language "are different to accommodate different 
vertebral levels" is not understood since only one implant is being claimed. It is unclear 
what the heights are being compared to. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11, 15 and 16 are objected to because of the objectionable 
language contained in base claim 1 . Otherwise, these claims are allowable over the 
prior art of record.
